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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species as described 
in the previous Office Action of 02/27/04. 

Applicant is advised that a complete reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected and a listing of all claims readable thereon. Applicant 
is entitled to consideration of claims to a reasonable number of disclosed species in addition to 
the elected species provided all the claims to each additional species are written in dependent 
form or otherwise include all the limitation of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 
1.141. Applicant's reply must include an identification of such additional species along with a 
listing of the claims readable on each additional species. 

In response to the restriction requirement, applicant elected "single disclosed species" 
which included claims 1-3, 11, 17, 59-79, 81-88, and 103-104. However, applicant's response is 
improper and non-responsive for the following reasons. Applicant has included claims 68-70, 
which are not part of Group I. Additionally, the species for R3, R9, and R12 have not been 
elected. Further, in claims 1 1 and 17 for example, R" is "CjHaFb" which is different from the 
elected species R" of "CJH2L+1". It is noted that the examiner has not checked each claim to 
determine whether the claim corresponds to the single disclosed species elected. It is applicant's 
responsibility to determine whether the elected claims correspond to the correct species elected.
